Mushroom  beds  may  be  made  in  a warm,  dry  cellar,  or  in  any  building  where 
the  frost  does  not  penetrate,  and  in  the  open  air  during  the  summer  and  fall 
months.  Having  procured  the  spawn,  the  next  thing  to  be  attended  to  is  to  make 
preparations  for  the  beds.  About  a fortnight  or  three  weeks  before  the  beds  are 
to  be  made  collect  a quantity  of  fresh  horse  manure  without  the  straw;  place  it 
in  a heap  under  cover,  and  as  it  heats  keep  turning  it  over  once  or  twice  a week, 
until  the  fiery  heat  has  become  exhausted,  which  will  require  from  ten  to  fourteen 
days’  time.  When  the  manure  is  in  a condition  to  be  made  up,  lay  out  your  bed 
according  to  your  requirements — say  3 feet  wide,  10  feet  long  and  from  2 to  3 
feet  deep.  Beat  it  well  down  with  the  back  of  the  spade  as  the  process  of  building 
goes  on.  When  the  bed  has  been  made  some  time — say  a week  or  thereabouts — and 
the  heat  sufficiently  declined  to  a temperature  of  65  or  75  dgrees,  the  spawn  may 
be  put  into  it.  Break  the  spawn  in  pieces  2 inches  square  and  put  them  6 inches 
apart  all  over  the  bed,  then  cover  the  bed  with  2 inches  of  rich  soil.  When  the 
soil  looks  dry  give  a gentle  watering  with  tepid  water,  using  a nose  on  the  water- 
ing-pot.

FOR  ANTS  IN  THE  GARDEN 

The  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of 
Arizona  reports  in  official  Bulletin  No.  81. 

“Various  methods  have  been  used  to  exterm- 
inate harvester  ants.  Gasoline,  coal  oil,  crude 
oil,  cyanide  of  potassium  and  carbon  bisulphide 
(“high-life”)  have  been  employed  with  varying 
degrees  of  success.  The  best,  cheapest  and 
most  easily  applied  remedy  for  general  use  is 
LONDON  PURPLE,  the  active  poison  in  which 
is  arsenic.  Sprinkle  a small  circle  of  the  pow- 
der around  the  opening  of  each  ant  nest,  put- 
ting a little  into  the  hole.  A teaspoonful  is 
usually  sufficient  for  treating  one  nest.  This 
should  be  applied  in  dry  weather,  when  the 
ants  are  active  and  when  there  is  no  strong 
wind  to  blow  the  powder  away.  The  best  time 
to  begin  the  treatment  is  when  the  ants  first 
become  active  in  the  spring.  The  application 
should  be  repeated  at  intervals  of  one  week  to 
ten  days,  as  long  as  ants  continue  to  show- 
up.  The  poison  acts  slowly,  killing  the  ants 
in  one  to  three  days.  In  crawling  back  and 
forth  across  the  poison  the  ants  get  the  fine 
powder  on  their  legs  and  bodies  and  thus  carry 
it  into  their  nests  and  track  it  over  their  food 
supply.”
